cial checks. The Treasury authorities are at a loss 
to understand whence the present agitation of the 
question arose and why. They suppose that some- 
one unearthed the old law and just started in to make 
a noise about it with expectedly successful results. 
Many inquiries have reached the Treasury, with the 
result that Acting Secretary Norton referred the ques- 
tion to the Solicitor’s office. The latter gave an opinion 
to the Secretary, in which the view that the law has 
no force at present is expressed. 

“The concern of the question of the legality of 
issuing checks for less than $1 is entirely needless,” 
said Mr. Norton. “In 1862, in order to raise funds 
for war purpose the law was passed placing postage 
in general circulation as money. It was important 
this arrangement should not be interfered with by in- 
dividuals issuing notes or checks to be used in frac- 
tional currency. A clause was therefore inserted to 
prevent this. 

“A bank check is an order on a banker to pay a 
designated sum of money. It is not intended to be 
put in circulation as a substitute for money. There 
is no conflict with this ancient law in issuing checks 
for any amount however small. Such has been the 
construction placed upon the law by the Treasury 
from the passage of the act in 1862 down to the 
present moment.”

THERE has been a marked advance in the iron and 
steel market and the indications are that before long 
a high-water mark in prices will have 


ag gy been reached, owing to the rapidly in- 
to Buy. ‘creasing demand, which for pig iron and 
: steel, greatly exceeds the present sup- 

ply. 


Since the first of September the whole iron situa- 
tion has changed wonderfully. To use the words of 
a prominent factor in the trade, “It certainly looks 
as if pig iron were about to again assume the title 
of ‘Prince’ and forget all about the pauper days of the 
panic. To-day there is nothing tc indicate that there 


are any bounds or limits to the trade either in extent 
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of demand or price.” The most recent advance is $2 
a ton in the price of steel sheets and tinplate, the in- 
crease in the price of pig iron and steel scrap being 
cited as the reason for this. This is the first advance 
in tinplate since the “open market” was declared. 
Idle plants are being pressed into service and strenu- 
ous efforts are being made by manufacturers to cope 
with the buying spirit that has invaded the market. 

Orders for stoves, furnaces, hardware and all metal 
products are being placed with great liberality in the 
event of a further strengthening of the market which 
to all intents and purposes is inevitable. It is a well 
known fact that everybody wishes to buy on a rising 
market and this feeling is just now being put into 
action with a vim that is indicative of still higher 
prices of iron and steel products in the very near 
future. . 

During the past few months the market for certain 
lines of hardware, notably galvanized, enameled, ja- 
panned and pieced ware has been abnormally weak 
and the bottom of the market had been reached, but 
this condition now no longer obtains, and the market 
for these commodities is waxing stronger as is the 
case with metal products generally. 

During the slump in the iron and steel market the 
price of stoves was not affected, as the special grades 
of sheet steel and iron used by stove and furnace 
manufacturers did not feel the effect of the “open 
market.” Now, however, a change has taken place 
which warrants the assumption that very material ad- 
vances will shortly be made in the price of this com- 
modity, and the slogan is, “Buy Now.” No one is 
anxious to buy on a declining market, but there is 
always a rush for the “band wagon” when the mar- 
ket takes an upward turn, as is now the case. 

The market for all kinds of hardware is gaining in 
strength as a result of the expansion in the iron and 
steel trade, and higher prices than have prevailed for 
many months past are looked for. The wisé mer- 
chant is the one who is quick to take advantage of this 
upward turn in the market by stocking up now, thus 
avoiding compulsion to buy at higher prices which are 
almost certain to obtain later on. 








THE RECOVERY of the transportation business of the 
country to a point equaling in tonnage the highest 
record ever made in the freight busi- 
bath ness of the railroads has now been ef- 
Shigesente. fected. The line has been reached that 
puts into service all surplus freight cars. 
and yet the heaviest tonnage period of the year is 
not yet reached. The bulk of the grain has yet to 
be moved from the West, but the eastbound ship- 
ments of freight exceed in tonnage this month the 
very great shipments of 1907. 

The Western demand for supplies drew from the 
Eastern and central distributing points immense ship- 
ments during August, and the orders are growing 
heavier each month as the cash is realized by the 
farmers from the sales of their grain and cattle. 
When the greater shipments of grain and the fall 
products of the farm of various classes, including 
live stock of all kinds, are offered to the railways for 
transportation to the East at the same time the local 
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demands for transportation of coal, coke, iron, ste. | 
and machinery flood in upon the railroads, the me: - 
chants and shippers as well as the consumers a: 

those dependent upon receiving supplies will reali: 
how great has been the reaction from depression an 

how enormous and widespread are the activities no. 
prevailing. 

The high prices for food products have -not de- 
creased their consumption, but, upon the contrary, a 
larger demand arising through our increased popula- 
tion and the unprecedented number of steadily em- 
ployed people in our industrial centers has been met 
by larger shipments from the farms. 

This fall and the winter will certainly tax the 
transportation facilities of this country, especially 
those of the Middle West, to their utmost. The rail- 
way managers are aware of the situation, and, while 
doing their very best to avoid the congestion of 
freight, are rejoicing at the approaching tidal wave 
of shipments.

The changes ordered, the Postmaster-General says.

The committee investigating the subject has pro- 
posed some new features which are now being con- 
sidered by the Postmaster-General.

RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Inasmuch as both moisture and oxygen are necessary 
in order that corrosion may proceed, it can easily be 
seen that the duty of a protective paint is to exclude 
both of these elements. It is well-known that a linseed 
oil film is an expensive porous structure acting some- 
what as a sponge toward moisture and freely allow- 
ing the passage of oxygen. The function of the pig- 
ments employed in paint is therefore at least threefold, 
savs William H. Walker in the Engineering Magazine. 
First, the more obvious one of imparting a color there- 
to: second, the most important one of filling up the 
pores or interstices in the oil film, thus rendering it as 
little impervious to moisture and air as possible, and 
third, to aid the composite film in drying or oxidizing 
to a compact impenetrable covering. Very little work 
his as yet been done upon paints from this point of 
vitw, but with a clear conception of the factors in- 
volved in the corrosion of iron, an intelligent study is 
made possible and valuable results can be predicted 
with certainty. The porosity of paint films containing 
no linseed oil, but composed of various bituminous 
inaterials which may be adapted for the purpose, is 
also a field which can be studied with profit.

Too much system is often more 
wasteful than not enough. You will generally find 
that a man who is extravagantly economical is a pessi- 
nist. He has no grasp on life, no appreciation of its 
problems and possibilities. One of Lord Chester- 
icll’s commands to his son was to “know the true 
Cue of time,” Tt has been said that “minutes are the

cl by dollars entirely. Shakespeare ‘was one who 
le good use Of his hours. He was an economist of 
n1 He died poor, but left a fortune worth more 
‘the richest Croesus who ever made a will. Most 
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-onsideration some important modifications of the reg- 
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men who have achieved great objects have known how 
to coin time into profit—the profit of results. Time 
gives us our opportunities—it is for us to improve 
them. If we disregard the minutes the hours will 
overwhelm us. To paraphrase an old saw—take care 
of the minutes, and the hours will take care of them- 
selves. Then we will begin to realize, with Franklin, 
that “time is money.”

The world is gradually gaining universal knowledge 
of the great truth that “it pays to advertise.” Even 
the farmers of California have learned it, although ad- 
vertising does not ordinarily seem a part of agricul- 
ture. ‘The California fruit growers have a committee 
on advertising, and are using $50,000 this year, as 
against $25,000 last year, and $5,000 two years ago, 
im this publicity business.

In a single town—Sioux City—the number of 
cars of California fruit used was doubled in a year 
as a result’ of the advertising campaign. And other 
states will follow California’s example. Florida is 
about to launch an advertising campaign in the in- 
terests of its fruit growers, and Hawaii, noting the 
good results in California, will follow suit. When 
farmers start advertising and realize the immense ad- 
vantages offered by it, surely there can be no one who 
will deny that advertising pays. If such an individual 
exists he is living in the wrong age and should have 
breathed in prehistoric times.

TRADE OPINIONS ON “FAIRPLAY’S” 
GRIEVANCE. 





From Chandler & Barber, Jobbers and Retailers, 122-126

“In reply to the communication of the 25th regarding 
the making of cheap trimmings to exact design and style 
of the better class, would say that we do not believe this to 
be a good policy, and with the line of goods which we carry 
it has been very rarely done and in the one or two cases 
where it has been done to meet a demand by some large 
customers, we have personally made objection to the manu- 
facturers. Generally speaking, we should presume that no 
reputable manufacturers would willingly get out a line of 


. goods of cheap grade that will interfere with their higher 


grade, for obvious reasons. At any rate, we think that this 

is not a good thing for the dealer, who should try to sell the 

best class of goods.” 

From Kelley-How-Thomson Co., Wholesale Hardware, 
Duluth, Minn. 

“We presume that your correspondent refers to such de- 
signs as the Russell & Erwin Mfg. Co.’s “Randolph” and 
“Manhattan” designs, which have been so largely reproduced 
in wrought bronze and in some cases in steel. These splendid 
designs make a fine appearance in cast bronze and undoubi- 
edly some consumers might be made to believe that the de- 
signs are exclusive. It would seem to the writer, however, 
that when a customer gets down fine enough to want an ex- 
clusive design he might be willing to have dies made to pro 
duce something special and then have the dies destroyed. 

“After all is said and done, artistic hardware is a com 
mercial proposition, and if the manufacturer does not produc: 
his own expensive designs in wrought bronze and steel, some 
other manufacturer will, and the result is the same at the 
end.”

“T have read with much interest the communication oi 
‘Fairplay,’ in a late issue of your paper, and I must say that 
the evil he complains of is a real and not an imaginary one. 
The writer recalls an incident in his career as a traveling 
salesman of several years ago, by which he lost a valuable 
customer, on account of said customer being quoted plated 
goods, after his order had been taken for the genuine bronze 
This was shortly after the plated goods were first put on 
the market, and our customer could never be convinced that 
there was any difference. As the goods were for his own 
dwelling, we can imagine that he sees the difference by tiis 
time. 

“This is a case in which it is very easy to see the un 
fairness, and to see that the manufacturer is not giving the 
trade a ‘square deal’; but it is quite a different proposition 
to suggest a remedy. Even the manufacturers must recog 
nize the difficulty, but in this strenuous age, when compet: 
tion is so fierce, they are not quick to correct the most glaring 
impositions. It would seem to me that our friend might get 
some relief through his State Hardware Association, as our 
local association is doing a good work in this section, along 
this very line. We make it a point to get in close touch with 
the jobber and manufacturer, and by united and concerted 
action through the National Hardware Association, we are 
generally able to accomplish our ends, especially when we 
show the justice of our position. Our trade papers are alsc

helping us a great deal by giving us the use of their columns, 
in what is called the ‘Question Box,’ and in this way, we 
are able to get some very valuable suggestions on the many

GASOLENE LIGHTING AND THE STANDARD-

The evolution of gasolene lighting is interesting and 
it is only within the last few years that it has reached 
its present high state of efficiency and economy in 
operation. Gasolene lighting began with the torch 
or flare, commonly seen around the circus, used by 
the street faker and at the fruit stand. The burner 
did not have a mantle and the light (what little there 
was of it) was simply the result of partially vapor- 
ized gasolene burning in the open air.

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HARDWARE. 

Business continues to be very fair in the hardware 
trade. Prices are still firm. Moderate sales were 
made during the week, the character and extent of 
which were practically unchanged from those of the 
week preceding. There is naturally an improving 
demand in the fall trade, certain lines now being sea- 
sonably active? Most of the purchasing is to cover 
immediate needs and buyers are showing little dispo- 
sition to anticipate later requirements. General sen- 
timent in the trade is optimistic, it being believed 
that the expansion in the iron and steel trades and 
the improvement in other lines will be reflected in a 
better demand for hardware later. 

The base price Of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 at the mill

loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for job- 
bers is $1.90 per keg. The base price is $1.95 for full 
carloads at the mill, and $2 for less than carloads at 
the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.15 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 21 cents a pound 
net. 
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TIN PLATE. 

Orders are now being taken for first quarter busi- 
ness from the manufacturing and consuming trade by 
the makers of tin plate at prevailing prices.

London quotes 
the market higher at £13 3s od. 


PIG IRON. 

The demand for pig iron is still very good. Large 
business was done in September and buyers seem to 
be pretty well satisfied for the time being. A good 
tonnage has been placed for 1910 delivery already and 
prices have been advanced all along the line. Steel 
making irons are still in.the lead, though foundry iron 
is beginning to feel the effect of the better demand 
for basic and Bessemer grades. Stocks of iron at 
the furnaces are still large, owing to the tremendous 
production, though showing a decrease during Sep- 
tember of nearly 33 per cent. The consumption has 
apparently more than kept pace with the production, 
a fact that speaks volumes for the healthy condition 
of the market. Prices have been further advanced, or 
at least have been firmly established. 

In the Alabama field, many furnaces are out of the 
market altogether, and those that have any iron to 
sell are uniformly asking $15 ton for deliveries next 
year, and only one furnace is known to be willing 
to sell at less than that figure for the balance of this 
year. 

Virginia iron is now firmly established on the ba- 
sis of $16 ton for the balance of this year, with a 
premium of 25@s50c ton for high silicon iron. Some 
sales.of the latter have been made at $16.50 ton. 
Nothing is to be had at less than $16@16.25 ton 
for the first half of 1910.. Northern irons are also 
firm, the established quotation for the balance of the 
year being $19@2o0 ton, with $20.25 ton being asked 
for the first quarter of 1910.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“The week has seen no let-up in the demand for pig iron 
for all deliveries up to July Ist, 1910. It was a perfect re- 
flection of the month before, the most active month in the 
pig iron market since the best days of 1907. Further ad- 
vances have been registered on pig iron in various districts 
and this, in connection with great buying of finished products, 
makes the situation and outlook very strong. Advance in 
steel products brought out large purchases and rails with 
fabricated steel have been the leaders. 

“It is claimed that the coming year will see the greatest 
development yet in trolley building and the consequent in- 
creased demand for such material. The best informed are 
also confident that next year will be the greatest in demand 
for railroad supplies of all kinds and that production in steel 
products will out-run any previous record. 

“Consumers of pig iron outside of steel makers are be- 
lieved to have contracted for over 600,000 tons during the 
month of September.and in so doing have registered one of 
the largest month’s tonnages in foundry iron that has ever 
been purchased. 

“What records are available at this time for the business 
done in September would show that the monthly record of 
production in steel-making irons had been broken and it is 
more than likely. that foundry grades followed suit. All 
grades are in good demand with a preference for the steel- 
making irons, of which there is a scarcity. 

“Again attention is unmistakably directed to the great 
increase in consumptive capacity which has been made during 
the last two years. In spite of the great September record 
of production there was a decrease in furnace stocks, all of it 
practically going into current melt. It is undoubtedly true at 
this time that the percentage of consumption increase which 
will be available by the first of next year is greatly under 
estimated and only slightly conceived. 

“Coke is stronger than ever with price advances, output 
in the Connellsville Region somewhat decreased and all in- 
terests working their hardest for an improvement in the 
tonnage. Labor is cutting a large figure and making a big 
difference in production. Prices are on the upward move and 
the volume of business is excellent. 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 


port: 

“The sudden awakening of the iron trade is an industrial 
spectacle of the first order. There are the faint hearted who 
say things are going too fast and there are the wild en- 
thusiasts who insist that there are no limits to the expansion 
of business, The first fear a reaction. The second prophesy 
that Bessemer iron will be $30 before the middle of next year 
and that No. 2 foundry wil! be $25 f. o. b. Birmingham. The 
fact of the matter is pig iron has been going forward at an 
almost unprecedented rate, a rate which naturally cannot be 
kept up forever without causing trouble. Nothing could be 
more wholesome than for the trade to take a breathing spell 
and to allow developments to come a little more naturally 
and a little more normally, But for two years the country has 
been suffering from a serious under-consumption of iron and 
there is a great deal of lost ground to be made up in this 
direction, and this fact alone is sufficient to explain the sud- 
denness of the revival in the iron trade and to give every 
promise of a long continuance of the present happy and pros- 
perous conditions. 

“There has not been as much buying this week as in the 
past, not because the market has been less, but because it has 
not been possible to secure the iron. The furnaces have sold 
up so solidly and so long ahead that they prefer now to keep 
out of the market for a season. In fact a great many of them 
have no more iron to sell. 

“Prices are firm at $17 in the north for No. 2 and $15 at 
Birmingham. These are very fair prices, allowing both pro- 
ducers and consumers a fine margin of profit. There has been 
a good deal of talk of imported iron, but as yet this is all talk. 
No iron has actually been brought across the Atlantic.”
